Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 



1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham \. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 



3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over HARA (EP 
0,959,262) in view of GARDZIELA (US 4,918,1 16). 

The prior art of HARA discloses composition for making friction brakes (see examples) 
comprising binder, fibers and fillers. Although the hardener is not mentioned its presence is 
implied in articles such as friction materials. 

According to [0038] the components are uniformly mixed in dry state, then are heat 
pretreated and molded to make brake pad lining. 

According to the same paragraph the composition is heat pre-treated before it is cured at 
a temperature range of 100-300°C. This also signifies that temperatures of 100°C do not cure 
the composition. 

The difference between the prior art and the present invention is the mixing temperature 

range. 

With respect to the above difference, the prior art of GARDZIELLA discloses 
composition for friction materials comprising binder, hardener, fiber and filler. 

The temperatures at which the components are mixed are 80°C, 140°C and 100°C. The 
composition was cured in each case at the temperatures of 180°C, 170°C or 200°C (see 
examples). 

From the prior art of GARDZIELLA it can be seen that hexamine does not cure the 
composition until temperature of at least 170°C is reached. 
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Polymeric component of the friction material, that is phenolic resin or novolak resin is 
solid at room temperature and begins to soften at 25°C (col. 3, lines 62-65). Fillers can be mixed 
in at temperatures as low as 60°C (col. 4, lines 1-2) together with curing agents. 

In the light of the above disclosure, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the instant invention to mix the components of the friction 
composition at a temperature of 100°C - 120°C and thereby obtain the claimed invention. 
Mixing the components at this temperature as it is evidenced in GARDZIELA would not cause 
premature curing, since in order to cure the composition the temperature has to be elevated to 
1270°C. 

The applicant's arguments of the prior art of GARDZIELLA as it was applied against 
present claims in the last office action are considered moot since 102 rejection is overcome 

The examiner would like to address one issue though. The applicants have stated that the 
prior art of GARDZIELLA does not teach the temperatures of 100°C. The examiner disagrees. 
Final office action on the merits specifically points the applicants to the example reciting 100°C. 
The reason why the prior art of GARDZIELLA is no longer utilized as a 102 rejection is that the 
process of GARDZIELLA is wet process.
